a second wife. I show no children from that marriage. 


Is your Corben the same family as Corbin? I would suspect so. 
If so do you have access to Mills Atlas of SC. there are a couple 
of location references there; one of which is the Corbin bridge 
from Lexington Co into Orangeburg Co. Also I have in my data base 
another reference or two to the Corbins. 


If you do not have access to Mills Atlas send to me your snail 
address and I will mail the map to you. Also the other refs I 
have somewhere that I will have to look up. I just remember I 
have a couple of references somewhere. I also have most old 
marriages from the SE states. Pick a state and I will snail the 
list to you. 


Note: A back issue of our OGS Newsletter says that David 
Stivender's probate papers are on file in the Orangeburg

Ramsay recalled that Corban 
would not socialize with lawyers 
or even lunch with one, not that 
he was aloof but to avoid even 
the slightest hint of partiality. 
~ “He exemplified the perfect 
public servant, what all of us in 
public service should be,’’ 
Chancery Clerk Lynn Presley 
said. .. 

Corban was succeeded in the 
Second District judgeship by his 
former law partner, Leslie 
Grant.

When the second county court | 
judgeship was established, O.L. 
‘‘Pete’’ McLeod filled it and was 
succeeded by the present judge 
in that post, Judge Bill Jones. 

The present Place 1 Judge 
Emily Baker King succeeded 
Watts in the office that has dealt 
primarily with the Youth Court 
while the Place 2 judge handles 
the civil, criminal and most 
eminent domain cases. 
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
